The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claim 18 has all 
the limitations of the patented independent claim 1 of parent case P.N. 6,589,453, from which analogous 
claims of this divisional where restricted. 

Of interest to the state of the art, but not reading on the claims of interest are: Balkus, Jr. et al 
(col.4, lines 18-24, uses an organometallic Co complex as a UV absorbent in a laser ablation target); Bubb 
et al ([0023] has general teaching of using organometallics in PLD processes); Hongoh (may have organic 
complexes & metal oxides in single or separate targets for laser PVD); Thompson-CSF (English abstract, 
p.4 of translation & claims 6-7, Au or Ag dithizonates deposited on targets by solution or dispersed in a 
plastic carrier, used in laser transfer processes); Ronn et al (metal organic compounds transferred by laser 
from one substrate to another). None of these references discuss molding and/or amorphous powder of 
organic metal chelate complexes.
